Police chief 
dead at 60 


Clayton “Mickey” 
McLaughlin, Belleville chief 
of police, died early Saturday 
morning at St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital in Ypsilanti of ap- 
parent heart complications. 

He was 60 years of age. 

Commenting on his death, 
Belleville Mayor Justin 
Emerson said, “Mickey was 
a stabilizing influence in 
Belleville. He will be hard to 
replace, not only in the police 
department, but in the over- 
all operation of our city.” 

Six years ago, Chief 
McLaughlin was hospitalized 
for several weeks with fluid 
around his heart which 
doctors said was brought on 
by an arthritic condition. 

He was a veteran police 
officer, having been chief for 
the last eight years and with 
the local department since 
1940, nearly 40 years. 


Cable TV 
Correction 

Hie story appearing in last 
week’s paper on cable 
television companies in- 
correctly stated that Om- 
nicom of Michigan has been 
awarded a “franchise” in the 
City of Westland. It should be 
clarified that the Westland 
contract with Omnicom is not 
a “franchise” in the 
traditional cable TV sense. 

Omnicom will build and 
operate Westland’s system, 
but will not own it, as it does 
in other communities. The 
city will own the system, and 
is merely hiring Omnicom as 
builder, then will hire the 
company as manager of the 
system for a fee. 

This municipal ownership 
of a cable television system is 
unique in the area. 

In The Western .Five 
communities, the cable 
company awarded the 
franchise will own the system 
privately, and pay the 
communities a franchise fee.

County police services 
plan appears in jeopardy

A new plan recently agreed to by 
Wayne County and the city of 
Romulus for continuation of police 
services to the city by the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Dept, appears 
headed for trouble. 

Last week, the county’s Ways and 
Means Committee voted to 
recommend that layoff notices be 
sent to deputies assigned to Romulus 
if a new' contract was not signed by 
July 10. 

The committee’s recommendation 
to the coqnty Board of Com- 
missioners also approved extended 
funding to pay deputies assigned to 
Romulus only to July 27. This action 
would permit a two-weeks layoff 
: notice to deputies. 

However, a more positive outlook 
was voiced Monday by Dennis 
Nystrom, Romulus’ corporation 
counsel, who is representing the city 
in current contract negotiations. 


”1 fully expect we will have a new' 
contract reasonably soon,’’ he said. I 
do not expect any layoff notices (for 
deputies) for at least one year.’’ 

Nystrom explained that the old 
contract between the city and county 
for police services remains in effect. 
That agreement, he said, provides 
for a one-year notice of termination 
for police services. 

He said “significant differences’’ 
still exist between the city and 
county over bills submitted by the 
county for police services 

'This is the one big item that is 
holding up settlement of a new 
contract.” said Nystrom. 

Leito Durley, county public in- 
formation officer, said Monday that 
the committee’s recommendation 
must be approved by the county 
board before any layoff notices will 
be issued. 

Monday also was the last day of a 
second 60-day extension granted by 
the county to Romulus for law' en- 


forcement services by deputies. The 
extensions had been given during 
the period between expiration of the 
old contract and the newly-agreed- 
upon Plan C. one of three options 
offered by Sheriff William Lucas. 

Plan C calls for a flexible type 
operation that basically employs 
services of 25 police officers, nine 
less than the 32 in the old contract. 
The new plan will cost Romulus 
$143,000 per month, up slightly from 
costs under the old contract. 

Romulus Treasurer confirmed 
Monday that the city has been 
paying the new monthly payments. 

Recently approved by Romulus 
City Council, Plan C appeared to put 
an end to months of squabbling 
between the county and city. 
Disagreement centered on a new 
contract and how much money 
Romulus owed for additional 
charges imposed by the county to 
make up for higher deputy wages 
granted under new contracts 


Cable TV 
nears OK

The possibility of getting cable television for residents of five 
area communities is inching closer to realization. 

Last week, the Western Five Community Conference Board 
voted 4-1 to recommend Omnicom of Plymouth as the firm that 
should be awarded a cable TV franchise for its five member 
communities. 


A motion made by Donna Hall, 
sitting in for Van Buren Sup. Pat 
Cullin, who was out of the township 
on business, to recommend Comcast 
failed for lack of a second. 

A motion by Romulus Mayor 
William M. Oakley to recommend 
Omnicom was seconded by Shirley 
Sulkey, who represented Sumpter 
Township Sup. Robert K. Demski. 
Voting for Omnicom were Oakley, 
Sulkey, Belleville Mayor Justin 
Emerson, and Huron Township Sup. 
Roy Raker. Hall voted against 
Omnicom. 

Competition has been hot and 
heavy by Omnicom, United Cable of 
Englewood, Colo., and Comcast of 
Bala-Cynwyd, Pa. for a cable TV 
franchise to serve Belleville and 
Romulus and the townships of Van 
Buren, Sumpter and Huron. 

Western Five’s recommendation 
came hours before a public meeting 
at Romulus City Hall where the 
same three cable TV companies and 
three others appeared in efforts to 
secure a franchise for the city of 
Romulus alone. 

Henry Redman, Western Five 
director, was instructed to send 
letters to Omnicom and its five 
member communities informing 
them of the recommendation by the 
consortium. 

Oakley made it clear that the 
action by Western Five was only a 
“non-binding” recommendation. He 
emphasized that final approval 
.would be up to the township boards 
and city councils of the five com- 
munities. 

On the Monday night before the 
public meeting in Romulus, Om- 
nicom was approved by the 
Westland City Council as the cable 
TV company that would build and 
manage a cable TV system in that 
community. Omnicom, however, 
has not granted a cable TV fran- 
chise. 

Under the approved agreement, 
Westland will own the cable TV 
system and pay for its installation. 
Omnicom and several other com- 
panies previously had competed for 
a franchise to build, operate and own 
a cable TV system for Westland. 

Westland city officials had been 
undecided on whether to award a 
franchise for construction of the 
cable TV system or to build and own 
it themselves. 

When a decision was made to build 
and own their own system, bids were 
advertised for cable TV firms that 
would and manage a system for that 
city. Omnicom was the only bidder. 

At the Romulus public meeting, 
Omnicom, United and Comcast 
presented much of the same in- 
formation they gave last week at 
another public hearing in Romulus. 
At that session, the three firms had 
sought a franchise for the entire 
five-community area. 

Appearing at the meeting last 
week to bid for a Romulus franchise 
alone were three new companies — 
Metrovision of Troy, Wayne Cable of 
Taylor, and Bell Broadcasting Co. of 
Romulus. 

Wayne Cable claimed it could

City probes 
landfill 
operations

Mayor William M. Oakley has 
asked his chief ordinance officer. 
Lee Silvey. to look into reported 
activities and operations at Men- 
drek's Dump, southwest of ()zga 
Road and the C & () Railroad. 

The dump site and some ad- 
ditional 90 acres nearby were 
mentioned as the possible site for a 
recovery plant that would transform 
Detroit sewage sludge into fertilizer. 

City officials are checking into a 
proposal by Detro Recovery of 
Detroit to see if Romulus can legally 
accept cash payments to the city 
should the plant be built. 

Detro in its presentation said it 
may spend up to $7 million Jo build 
and facility and employ up to 50 
persons. Further, it promised to 
lollow city dictates on beautification 
of the area. 

After reporting back Monday on 
his findings to the mayor, Silvey said 
he was instructed to look into the 
matter with other city departments 
on any violations. Silvey said it was 
possible that the state Dept, of 
Natural Resources (DNU) may be 
involved in checking if there are any 
violations, including possible health 
hazards at the site. 

Further than that, Silvey said the 
mayor had nothing else to say on the 
matter. 

I Mist w eek’s news tory noted that 
Joseph A. Mendrek, owner of some 
40 acres of land, reportedly did not 
have permits from the city to dump 
trash and rubbish or for above 
ground storage of many of the items 
on his land 

“We will have to verify how long 
these activities have been going on. 

It squile possible that many of them 
have been grandfathered from the 
time when Romulus was still a 
village." explained Silvey. 

Among possible violations noticed 
by Silvey Friday during a short 
inspection of Mendrek s premises 
were a trailer w ith no city permit, a 
drain that was clogged with wodden 
palettes and garbage, and standing 
water 

Thousands of wooden palettes in 
slacks 15-20 feet high are located on 
Mendrek’s land. apparently 
discarded by area manufacturing 
plants The palettes are repaired 
and evidently sold back to the 
plants 

Silvey said that phase of Men- 
drek’s operation was allowed under 
the light industrial zoning for the 
area

Willett to take part in Small Business conference 


Small business will speak and the 
State of Michigan will listen next 
January, when a Michigan Small 
Business Conference, patterned 
after a similar White House con- 
ference held early this year, will 
take place. 

A core of li Michigan small 
businessmen, among them David J. 
Willett of Wayne and Frank A 
McMurray of Canton Township, wili 
plan the conference, which has been 
called by Gov. William G. Milliken 

The governor last week named the 
11 members of the State Small 
Business Conference Executive 
Council. It will be up to them to work 
with the Michigan Department of 


Commerce to plan the agenda for 
the unprecedented state conference. 

Milliken noted that this state 
conference was called at the urging 
of the Michigan delegation that in 
January travelled to Washington. 
DC., to attend the national con- 
ference. Heading up that Michigan 
delegation, and the person picked by 
the governor to be chairman of this 
executive planning council is 
Richard B. Sanford of Kalamazoo, 
w ho has become something of a self- 
styled spokesman and advocate of 
small business, which he calls “the 
awakening giant.” 

Willett, a resident of Wavne, also 
is owner of the Associated 


Newspapers, which publishes six 
weekly newspapers in Western 
Wayne County. President of the 
Wayne Chamber of Commerce and 
officer of the Westland Chamber, 
Willett was a member of the 
Michigan delegation that went to 
Washington in January. 

He is enthusiastic about the 
conference and its implications for 
Small business 

“Today.- Michigan’s small 
business sector is facing difficult 
times," Willett said “I think it most 
appropriate that such a conference 
be planned and staged to focus 
clearly on the problems and needs of 
Michigan small business. 


I look forward to working on such 
a vital and important project, 
particularly with people of the 
caliber selected for this council 

“I only hope that our efforts can. 
and will, make a difference in the 
future of small business in our stale 
We’re going to try.” 

McMurray, president of the 
Canton Chamber of Commerce, had 
similar comments about this ap- 
pointment 

“It's a tremendous honor to be 
appointed to this council, it is much 
needed." he said “There really is a 
need for representation of the small 
business person 

“This might help fill the gap. so we 


can all benefit from the free en- 
terprise system.” 

It w ill be up to them and the other 
members of the council to plan the 
stale conference, which will begin 
with local and regional caucuses 
The conference itself will provide a 
forum for small business operators

The lowest bidder was Hiram Fisk 
for $225. The school district meeting 
lie Id on Oct. 7.

Two-thirds of the 
public money was to be applied to 
the Winter School and one-third to 
the Summer School In those days a 
summer and winter session were 
Ik 1 Id. Winter School began about the 
middle of November and continued 
for three months. Summer School 
began the first of May and continued 
for lour months.

The following quote taken from 
the original hand written minutes of 
annual school meetings of May 4. 
1839 through 1868 for Romulus 


Ira F. Johnson was bom in 
Wyandotte. March 10, 1864. and 
came with his parents to the 
township of Romulus in the year 
1866. He recalls attending the little 
red school house that stood on the 
southeast corner of the farm then 
owned by Nelson Coash, opposite the 
Maple Grove owned by August 
Gardner This is the same school 
house related to us in the minutes of 
the school district No. 1 in 1839. As 
the population began to increase in 
1892. the building was moved to 
where the Romulus Elementary 
School now stands. It was found to be 
too small and sold to theMaccabees. 
The school was moved again and 
used as a hall for many years. Later 
the building w as moved again to its 
present location. It became the 
home of Ray Dugan. Today it is still 
being used as a residence, 141 years 
after its construction. 


No. 1 was on its way to becoming a 
12-grade school. 

On Aug. 5. 1910, the school district 
minutes record that it was voted on 
and passed to make the school a 12- 
grade school. The town’s first high 
school graduating class was in 1916 
and included Harry Barton. Ruth 
Rutter, Howard Porter, Alice 
Roach, Martha Gardner, Iva Moore, 


Clara Barton and Ben Scott. Lloyd 
Gullen was the teacher. 

The structure known as the 
Romulus Elementary was built in 
1923 to house grades K through 12 
and the old one torn dow n. In 1929 the 
taxpayers of District No. 1 voted to 
bond for more than $90,000 to build a 
separate new high school unit on 
(Hive Street. It was a tremendous 
undertaking for one district. This 
now houses the South Junior High 
School. 

There were other school districts 
in the township and it appears that 
as the new districts were organized, 
they were numbered in accordance 
with those previously organized. 

The other school districts were 
East Tyler, District No. 2; Wood- 
ville. District No. 3; Cory. District 
No 4, Hall, District No. 5; Hale, 
District No. 6; Texas, District No. 7 
FR; Hayti. District No. 3 FR; Mt. 
Pleasant, District No 5 FR. Gor- 
donier, District No. 6 FR. 

In the year 1909 teachers in 
Romulus Township were being paid 
$30 per month Teachers were 
required to do their own janitor 
work At this time schools were in 
session nine months of the year, 
beginning in the month of Sep- 
tember Most of the schools were 
still of the l-room type, with all the 
grades under the instruction of one 
teacher. This must have been quite a 
task for any teacher. 

During these years each school 
district had their own board of 


education, conducting their own 
affairs. In 1937 these rural boards of 
education (each had 3 members) 
were invited to join with District No 
1 and share equally the new- high 
school and help make it into one 
large consolidation unit. In the 
township election, they voted down 
this opportunity to join the District 
No 1 Nine years later, in June, 1946, 
these same rural districts sponsored 
a township election and voted 
themselves in to form a reorganized 
unit of schools. Today the entire 
township < now r the City of Romulus) 
is under one school system and is 
called Romulus Community Schools. 

Looking back on the early years, 
the children of today have unlimited 
resources to learn from Students 
now' have special teachers in art, 
music, gym. mathematics and the 
sciences. Special instruction is given 
to those who require it. Students are 
now bussed to and from school. This 
is a far cry from the long walk our 
ancestors took to the 1-room school 
house of long ago

innkeeper for Romulus Holiday Inn. The new addition is 
slated to open on July 7 in time for the GOP Convention. 
The Metrodome will host the Michigan delegation. 



A new police communications 
system that will serve four are 
communities and be headquartered 
in Belleville has had wages ap- 
proved by Wayne County and the 
Teamsters union for seven clerical 
dispatchers. 

That information was made public 
at last week’s meeting of the 
Western Five Community Con- 
ference at Van Buren Township 
Hall The consortium has been 
assigned to administer the new 
communications network. 

Henry Redman, Western Five 
director, told the groups board of 
directors that a recent meeting with 
the county and union worked out 
details that set beginning wages at 
$4 33 per hour for dispatchers. 

After six months, Redman said, 
wages would go up to $4.60 per hour, 
and after one year, reach $4.80 per 
hour. 

The communications system will 
serve the city of Belleville and the 
townships of Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Canton. 

Redman reported to the board that 
lie will know f by July 16 whether 
federal funding has been approved 
by the county to finance Western 
Five’s operation for another year. 

Redman said the county would 
like to see token amounts of money 
or services provided by member 
communities of Western Five 
towards next year’s operation. He 
mentioned funds in the neigh- 
borhood of $500 to $1,000 from each 
community. 

Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley indicated that Romulus 
could provide rent-free quarters for 
the consortium. Currently, Western 


Five is renting space in Van Buren 
Township Hall 

Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson 
and Huron Township Sup Roy 
Raker said their respective budgets 
could not afford an allocation of 
money to Western Five. 

The first and the only other con- 
sortium in Michigan is the 
Downriver Community Conference 
which is composed of 16 com- 
munities Its operation is financed 
by healthy contributions of its 
members, according to Redman, 
and the consortium has achieved a 
respectable reputation in assisting 
its members in matters of mutual 
concern. 

Redman was directed to set up a 
meeting with county officials and 
the Western Five board at which 
continued operation of the con- 


sortium will be discussed 

In other business, Redman said he 
had l**en approached by Van Buren 
Trustee Fred Domen on the 
possibility of setting up a library in 
the soon to be built Wayne Com- 
munity College branch cam pas in 
Van Buren Township 

Oakley. Emerson and Raker said 
they were not interested in the 
proposed program Oakley said 
Romulas already had an excellent 
library Emerson echoed his 
statement 

Discussion on the library proposal 
produced a concensus that the new 
college must have a good library and 
that Western Five community 
members should help in some way 
Oakley indicated Romulus would be 
willing possibly to donate surplus 
books from its library

Cable TV is nearing reality

offer “unequalled local program- 
ming” to Romulus. The firm said it 
could offer local cable TV reception, 
beginning in 8-9 months, with 
completion in 12-13 months. The 
company explained that it is 
currently building a cable TV 
system in Taylor and that com- 
pletion of the Romulus system would 
depend upon how rapidly work 
progresses in Taylor. 

Metrovision said it now has 16 
cable TV franchises in operation, 
including suburbs of Chicago, New 
Orleans and Cincinnati and Detroit. 
The firm plans to begin cable TV 
reception in Redford this month. 

Metrovision said it did not com- 
pete for the Western Five area 
because it followed a goal of 
providing “equal” coverage for all 
communities in which it is awarded 
franchises. The company said it did 
not feel all areas of the Western Five 
could be treated equally. 

Metrovision said it is a subsidiary 
of Newhouse Broadcast Corp., a 
large company with abundant 
financial backing whose business 
last year was more than $2 billion. 

A surprise appearance was made 


by Bell Broadcasting of Romulus, 
owners of Radio Station WCHB. 
Although physically located in 
Romulus, the station is licensed as 
an Inkster fetation. 

Many in the audience were 
unaware that a local firm was in- 
volved in the bidding for a Romulus 
cable TV franchise or had the 
financial backing to build a system. 
Wendell Cox, one of the owners of 
Bell, introduced Harold Munn, a 
cable TV consultant from Cold- 
water, Mich., who represents the 
firm in technical engineering 
matters. 

Cox stressed that his company 
was founded in 1956 in Romulus and 
did the impossible back in 1957 when 
it opened the first black-owned radio 
station in the nation. He said his 
company had paid more than 
$100,000 in city taxes over the years 
it has been operating at its location 
near Ecorse and Henry Ruff roads. 

Cox and Munn stressed that Bell 
also owns and operates the jazz- 
oriented Radio Station WJZZ in 
Detroit that is much larger than 
WCHB. Munn explained that if Bell 
was awarded the Romulus fran- 


chise, it had plans to add Inkster to 
the cable TV system at a later date. 

Munn said all policy decisions by 
Bell would be made locally and that 
the company would discuss with the 
city on where to build its cable TV 
studio. He said Bell could offer all of 
the features that would be provided 
by the larger cable TV firms, in- 
cluding a security alert system and 
a method to block out undesirable 
movies for children. 

Bell did offer one feature not 
mentioned in presentations by the 
larger firms — a separate channel 
for programs in Spanish. Munn said 
Bell could be operational in four 
months, provide reception to most 
areas in seven months, and be 
completed in 24 months. 

All of the cable TV companies in 
presentations have offered about the 
same features, including monthly 
charges of $7-8 for basic services 
and about the same amount for 
home movies under premium ser- 
vices. All companies offer access 
channels for local origination 
programs, such as meetings of the 
city council, township board, school 
board, etc. 

Security systems that provide fast 


service in event of a house breakin, 
fire, or medical emergency also are 
offered by all of the companies. 

In answers to question, mostly 
from Romulus Councilman Ed 
Rush, all said they would provide 
pre-payment of franchise fees to the 
city. All firms offer the maximum 5- 
percent a year franchise fee per- 
mitted by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission.

Tax man cometh 

Bills will be higher this year 


Summer is one of the two times 
each year that Romulus residents 
receive tax bills and those sent out 
July 1 will be higher for everyone. 

Tax bill increases, according to 
Treasurer Beverly McAnally, will 
be due to a 6-percent reassessment 
hike imposed by Wayne County on 
real property this year, plus a 0.4 
mill levy for the People’s Com- 
munity Hospital Authority (PCHA). 

Recent action by city council put 
the operating millage levy at the 
maximum 10-mills allowed under 


thecity charter and assessed the 0.4- 
mills for PCHA on top of that 
amount. Net effect to city taxpayers 
is a 0.4-mill jump in assessed 
millage. 

Last year’s total city millage rate 
of 31.43 mills now will become 32.03 
mills, said McAnally. On a house 
whose state equalized value is 
$10,000, and whose market value is 
roughly double that figure, or 
$20,000, the total tax bill would jump 
from $314.30 to $339.52, an increase 
of $25.22, she said.

Asked why he did not have city 
permits for his operation. Mendrek

He said he did not 
actually bury garbage or trash at his 
dump site, but admitted storing a 
variety of items above ground. 

Mendrek said the two cranes at his 
dump have been there for the 30 
years of his operation. When asked 
about the bus. truck and car bodies 
at his dump, he dodged the question. 

Mendrek said he did not feel he 
was doing anything wrong and 
planned to continue what he had 
always been doing at his dump 

According to those w'ho know- the 
area, some 30 feet of garbage, trash

Assuming 100 percent collection 
for summer taxes, Romulus would 
receive $3,203,530.07 in city taxes 
and $5,1 14,606.68 in school taxes, the 
treasurer said. Adding in other 
charges for sidewalk and lighting 
assessments, delinquent water bills, 
weed cutting, paving, building 
demolition, etc., the total would 
swell to $8,760,975.70, she explained. 

Still to be added into the total 
taxes received by the city are those 
received for real and personal 
property from businesses granted 
tax abatements under state Public 
Act 198, which amount to another 
11.191,269 55, said McAnally 

The grand total which the city 
should receive, assuming 100- 
percent collection would reach 
$9,952,245.25, she said 

However, past experience has 
shown that the city can expect to 
collect roughly 90 percent of the total 
by the Sept 30. 1980 deadline 

In some instances, senior citizens 
(age 65 and over) and some han- 
dicapped persons can apply for and 
get extensions on the deadline. Some 
seniors and handicapped even will 
receive rebates from the state. 
McAnally said Rebates cannot be 
filed for until after Jan 1. 1981. she

Has 
there been any changes in VA 
benefits? 

A: Veterans of WWI and the 
Mexican border campaign of 1916- 
1917 are eligible for outpatient care 
except dental treatment at VA 
clinics for any disability — regar- 
dless of whether or not it is service 
connected - YES, THERE HAS 
BEEN!

Q: I am a veteran with multiple 
amputations. Has there been an 
increase in benefits I should know 
about?

Fertilizer plant 
would help growth 

If the price is right, and the site appears to be right, then 
everyone can benefit from Detro Recovery of Detroit’s plans to 
build in Romulus. 

All parties should review, bisect, dissect each step before they 
leap, however. 

Currently, Romulus officials are studying a proposal by Detro 
Recovery "of Detroit to build a plant in their community that 
would transform sewage sludge into fertilizer. 

Ordinarily, the residents of most communities automatically 
resist any kind of facility in their area that handles sewage. On 
the surface, that is understandable. 

But, if Detro’s proposal proves feasible, it holds many plusses 
for the city of Romulus, such as: 

• Possible yearly revenue to the city of $150,000-$300,000. (The 
legality of accepting payment from Detro is being checked out.) 

• Detro could spend up to $7 million to build the plant, thus 
providing jobs for many local residents. 

• Detro would employ up to 50 persons to operate its plant when 
completed. 

•The Detroit sewage sludge that would be handled by Detro 
would already have been processed by the city of Detroit into 
odor-free semi-solid material. 

• Some 128 acres of nearly unreclaimable land, including 40 
acres occupied by Mendrek’s Commercial Dump would be turned 
into a modern, beautifully landscaped plant. 

Many “ifsrands and buts” remain to be worked out before such 
a sizable undertaking as that proposed by Detro could become a 
reality. Detro rriust present a site plan to the city planning 
commission and secure that body’s approval before proceeding to 
obtaining an okay from city council. 

Also coming into the picture will be inspections by the state 
Dept, of Natural Resources, and several county, federal, and 
other state agencies. Their approval will figure prominently in 
whether Detro would be permitted to construct such a plant in 
Romulus. 

According to Hyle Carmichael, the city’s industrial coor- 
dinator, Detro would mix wood chips and other materials with the 
processed Detroit sewage sludge to make fertilizer that would be 
sold on the open market. 

Much remains to be resolved before all that is envisioned and 
proposed by Detro actually has life breathed into it and becomes a 
workable operation. 

But, if Detro’s plan proves workable and practical, then city 
officials and residents alike should give serious thought to having 
a new plant, yes, a fertilizer plant, in their community. 

Right now, Mendrek’s dump southwest of Ecorse and the C & O 
Railroad is effectively hidden from passing motorists by trees 
and other foliage. Would not that same camouflage and newly- 
constructed berms also hide Detro’s new fertilizer plant? 

Before rash and hasty decisions are made, we believe that long 
and careful thought be given to Detro’s proposal by the entire 
Romulus community.

From your lawmakers 

Making sure 'who's who' 


By WILLIAM FAUST

(LANSING) — Another important step toward 
bringing the best people in Michigan into public 
service occurred when Senate Majority Leader 
William Faust introduced a bill requiring the 
governor to prepare a public register on state 
appointments. 

Under the terms of the Faust proposal, every 
state board and commission would be listed in 
the register, along with information on each 
board and commission member, including their 
name, address, age, sex, race and number of 
terms served. In addition, the salary or per diem 
paid for each position and the specific 
qualifications required or desired would be listed 
in the register. 

Furthermore, the register, which would have 
to be kept updated, would include information on 
how to apply for an appointment and would be 
available for public viewing in the governor’s 
office, the state library and all county clerk 
offices. 

“The introduction of this bill represents a 
necessary step toward the goal of making state 
government more accessible and responsible to 
the people of Michigan,” Faust (D-Westland) 
said. 

He also said that “the enactment of this 
measure would provide a legislative prescription 
for helping to correct some of the major 
maladies in the present process of appointing 
persons to serve on state boards and com- 
missions.” 

Specifically, the Majority Leader explained, 
the adoption of this bill should result in the ap- 
pointment of more women and minorities to 
state boards and commissions, make the public 
more aware of the many opportunities to serve 
on these boards and commissions and give 
Michigan residents more input into a process 
that is now essentially closed to them, but for 
which they pay millions of dollars annually. 

“A 1977 study by the Senate Fiscal Agency 
showed that more than $3.7 million was spent 
annually on some 200 state hoards and com- 
missions.” Faust said “Currently, however, the 
amount of public participation in the decision- 
making process of who is going to be named to 
serve on these boards does not begin to be 


commensurate with the amount the public pays 
to finance them.” 

The Senate Majority Leader pointed out the 
public does indeed care about who is being ap- 
pointed to public positions of trust and respon- 
sibility. 

The recent public reaction that quickly 
became evident after the governor named Peter 
B. Fletcher, his Republican friend and ardent 
University of Michigan fan, to the Michigan 
State University Board of Trustees is proof 
positive that the public is concerned about these 
gubernatorial appointments.” Faust said. 

He also said that the proliferation of public 
interest groups over the past several years has 
resulted in more attention being paid to the 
credentials and backgrounds of public ap- 
pointees. 

The introduction of the Faust bill is consistent 
with other major steps that he and the Senate 
have taken over the past year in an all-out effort 
to open up state government and make it more 
accountable to the people. 

The Senates demonstrated willingness to 
assume more responsibility through the use of its 
constitutionally-mandated advice and consent 
power, the submission of detailed questionnaires 
from the Senate to gubernatorial appointees and 
Faust’s .introduction of Senate Joint Resolution 
“K,” a proposed constitutional amendment that 
would require Senate approval of all persons 
appointed to fill vacancies on the governing 
boards of Michigan State University, the 
University of Michigan and Wayne Stale 
University, are among the actions that have 
been taken to insure that those appointed to 
public office will be among the best qualified to 
serve. 

“We have thousands of very talented and 
highly skilled people in Michigan who possess a 
multitude of abilities that could be utilized ef- 
fectively in public office,” Faust said 

“The enactment of my bill would make it 
easier for all Michigan residents to find out about 
the many opportunities that exist for public 
service and it would also serve as an invitation to 
join in making this an even better state in which 
to live ”

Like stage hands each knew what his — 
or her — role was. They worked feverishly, 
pounding nails into planks, carrying 
timber to the right spot, springing up 
telephone wires and television cables. 

Morning comes and goes — the work is 
twenty-four hours There is a deadline to 
meet. Everything has to be ready for those 
four historic days in July. 

On July 14, the GOP Convention will get 
underway in Detroit. No matter how one 
looks at it — it is an awesome event, a 
historic moment that took millions of 
people and millions of dollars to make it a 
reality. 

Just meeting the communications needs 
of the convention is the single biggest 
service job of its kind ever undertaken by 
Michigan Bell, says William Hensley, of 
Bell's public relations department. 

“The scope of the job is comparable to 
designing, engineering and then almost 
overnight building a phone company 
within a phone company to serve a city 
with a population of about 25.000.” Hensley 
points out. 

Not only has Michigan Bell accepted the 
challenge to provide the communications 
needs of “one of the greatest shows on 
earth.” but there will be a task force of 
about 100 technical specialists from 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
and some 14 other Bell System companies 
around the country ready to do the work. 

Michigan Bell’s local PR man Haze 
Wilson had invited Associated Newspapers 
publisher David Willet and myself to tour 
theconvention sites — the Joe Louis Arena 
and Cobo Hall. 

It was a tour we will not forget: Picture 
lOO.Ouo square feet of space and hundreds 
of men and women working frantically to 
build studios for television, radio and other 
media networks. There will be ap- 
proximately 8,000 newspaper, radio and 
TV people covering the convention. In 
ratio, the media will outnumber the 
delegates almost on a 4-1 basis.

On July 14. some 1,994 Republican 
delegates and an equal number of alter- 
nates are expected to storm the arena 
Among their ranks will be some of the 
most influential people in the world 

Conservative estimates are that 50 
million dollars will be spent during those 
four days in July Even the oil sheiks don’t 
spend that much in a week 

And because of the wealth and influence 
that will be roaming the streets, security 
will be of the barbed-wire fence kind. 
(Yedonlials will be checked coming and 
going from the convention sites. Some 700 
telephones have been installed by 
Michigan Bell in the immediate area 
around the convention site 

Five-hundred of those telephones will 
remain after theconvention, Hensley says. 

“Using video monitoring and switching 
consoles in the Television Operations 
Center (TOC),” Hensley said, ’’Michigan 
Bell and AT & T Long Lines personnel will 
lx? able to control the quality of all 
television signals broadcast from the 
convention to the world 

“Following the convention, we plan to 
sell much, if not all, of the equipment to 
other Bell companies,” he said 

Hensley added that Michigan Bell will 
spend about $1 2 million in extraordinary 
costs — costs strictly related to servicing 
the convention — and we don’t expect to 
make a profit from all of this.” 

And Michigan Bell is probably the only 
company that won’t. 

The inescapable fact is that thanks to 
the Republicans there are hundreds of 
hundreds of people working in a city that is 
ironically a Democratic stronghold

What it's like 
to be in jail 

EDITOR: I want to share an 
experience I had so that maybe 
some of the younger people will 
know what it’s like when you’re 
put behind bars. 

It is not a pleasant experience, 
and I have no one to blame but 
myself. But then we learn from 
experience, don’t we? 

I did time in a county jail in the 
East Tawas area. 

When you come from the 
courthouse to the jail, the turn 
key at the jail takes all the in- 
formation for your records. Then, 
you are asked to take everything 


out of your pockets, even your 
watch and rings, and put them in 
a large envelope 

The money you have on you 
goes in your account Then you go 
in a small room and take off your 
clothes and put on jail clothes. 
They are put in a locker until you 
get out. Then, you are issued 
bedding, a mattress, towel and 
footies. Then you are assigned to 
a cell. 

In the cell there are three bunk 
beds, two sinks, toilet, shower 
and a six foot long table welded to 
bars that go from one side of the 
cell to the other side 

You are given three meals a 
day. but the food isn’t really too 
good. 

In the jail they have a com- 
missary where you can buy 
candy bars, writing material, 
and cigarettes if you smoke. Then 
they take the money from your 
account to pay for the items you 
got from commissary. 

You are given clean clothes and 
bedding on Monday and Friday. 

Visiting hours are Monday and 
Wednesday from 12:30-3 p.m. If 
you don’ t get any visitors on those 
days you get one phone call. 

You are allowed two phone 
calls per week. We go outside in a 
large cage when the weather is 
nice. You are outside for about an 
hour. Then the turn key takes you 
back to your cell. 

The police officer on duty reads 
all outgoing mail. Then if you get 
any mail coming in they inspect it 
too. 

While you are in jail you have a 
lot of time to think of why you are 
in here. All there is to do is sleep, 
eat, write letters, read books, 
play cards and play the radio if 
you have one. You take a shower 
and just take care of yourself. 

A lot of times on Friday and 
Saturday nights the police will 
bring in a rowdy person. By this 
time it’s about 2 or 3 a m. when 
you are asleep. The rowdy person 


and drunks in the next cell 
screaming and just carrying on. 
Then, you can’t sleep. When you 
have served your time, you are 
let out at 7 a m. You turn in your 
bedding, towel and mattress. Get 
into your own clothes, get your 
personal property and sign for 
everything. 

If the fine is not paid you stay 30 
more days, when you are leaving 
out the door, you say to yourself, 
God I hope I never come back.” 

It’s a nice place to visit, but I 
wouldn't want to live here. It’s 
better to be able to say 'I’m 
free."

Bill aimed at 


security guards

Michigan security guards who patrol stores, recreation areas, automotive 
plants and businesses are not required by law to have recent training in the 
use of the firearms they carry, according to State Rep. Joseph F. Young Jr 
(D), Detroit. 

But house bill 4243. part of a three bill security package, would ammend 
sections of the 1968 statute to require certification of competency and 
proride for licensing of security guards who carry guns. 

Rep. Joseph Young Sr. began to piece together new security legislation in 
1977 His son inhertited the bills with the representation of Detroit’s 15th 
district. The bills are now being discussed in the Committee of State Affairs. 

The legislation was prompted by and tailored to ease complaints 
originating from the 15th district. 

One complaint described a security guard who arbitrarily frisked young 
patrons on their way into a Detroit roller rink. Another was from a mother 
who said she was severely startled by an armed security guard who sud- 
denly appeared in the aisle of a supermarket where she was shopping with 
her child. 

Rep. Young said his father received complaints of guard discourtesy. 

The revised security act would require an officer to complete at least 16 
hours of on range firing during which the guard would establish at least a 
180-point score on a target course. A total of 40 training hours would be 
required. 

A private security guard would not carry a firearm, but possibly use a 
night stick or non-lethal aerosal repellant. At least 16 hours of required 
training would include instruction in guard courtesy, limits of job authority 
and weapons restriction.

Guards hired as watchmen would receive instruction on the proper 
authority to contact in an emergency and be prohibited from consistent 
contact with the public. 

At some security companies classroom training is presently limited to a 
quick 20 minute TV movie that includes a presentation on the history of the 
company. The rest of the time is devoted to fitting uniforms and filling out 
lengthy forms. The second hour of training time may, in some cases, be 
skipped. 

Any guard may now be authorized to wear a pistol on duty. “The law 
requires only that a guard be given a permit for the gun and that the weapon 
remain with the employer when the guard signs off duty,” Rep. Young Jr 
said 

Lt Robert Young, who is employed as the senior Pinkerton security of- 
ficer, said last summer that in the event of a strike or other emergency he 
would immediately issue guns to guards at his plant and require the guards 
to wear them 

However the day shift guard force consisted of high school graduates and 
elderly retirees with no recent weapons instruction. Lt. Young said the 
reason this would be done is for looks. “A uniformed guard who wears a 
risible w eapon primarily acts as preventive security,” Lt. Young said 

Boyd Dowell, who had been a plant guard at Commodity Steel in Wan • 
said he regularly carried a pistol on duty but had no prior instruction in its 
use * 

Rep Joseph Young Jr. said the purpose of the bill is not to interfere with 
security operations. 

“But the revised act would provide the public with a better trained, better 
qualified security force. And the restrictions would tend to strain out those 
who might not relate effectively in the job,” Rep. Young said. Most 
businesses are required by law to hire security personel so they can qualify 
for insurance benefits.

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A survey of calotype and albumen processes

As the evolution of modern day 
photography quickened, William 
Henry Fox Talbot, too, was making 
new experiments. Talbot discovered 
that by subjecting his exposed paper 
to development in gallea acid and 
silver nitrate solution that this would 
shorten his exposure time con- 
siderably. 

Talbot would include Sir John 
Frederick William Herschels’ 


process in his new patent and call it 
the calotype (it also would be known 
as talbotype) The calotype would 
not compare with the 
Daguerreotype as it lacked the 
fineness of detail and delicacy of 
tone But one advantage of the 
calotype was that any number of 
identical copies could be made 
Some of the best examples of the 
calotype print were made by Robert 
Adamson and David Octavius in 
Scotland and still rank among the 
best. 


At about the same time, Abel 
Niepce De Saint-Victor, cousin of 
Joseph Niepce (the inventor of 
heliography) was working on his 
new process of sensitizing glass 
plates with an emulsion of silver 
iodide and fresh whipped egg whites. 
This method would be known as the 
Albumen process. This was a very 
slow process, but resulted in prints 
of fine detail and good gradation in 
tone

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Feeding from the table

It is very hard to resist the temp- 
tation of feeding your pet from the 
table. As long as the pet is on a good 
commercial diet, little harm is done 
by supplimenting up to 10 to 15 
percent of the diet If fed exclusively 
from the table, a little of everything 
should be fed (i.e., meat, potatoes, 
and vegetables) and a vitamin 
supplement should be given. Do not 
feed just meat. It is not a nutrionally 
balanced diet and a deficiency may 
develop 

Milk is commonly fed to cats and 
dogs Pets can lose the ability to 
breakdown a sugar (lactose) in the 
milk. Undigested, this sugar will 
then act as a laxative. Milk often 
causes a diarrhea in dogs and cats. 
'Offer fresh clean water instead of 
milk 

Bones often are fed to dogs. Many 
problems can arise from this. No 
matter how small the dog or how 
large the bone, they still can get a 
splinter off of the bone. This splinter 
can irritate the stomach and in- 
testines causing a vomiting and-or 
diarrhea. If the splinter punctures 


through the intestines, an infection 
of the abdomen will occur and may 
be fatal. Splinters pass to the rectum 
eventually and may cause a con- 
stipation due to the pain of the 
needle-like points on the splinters 
This may occur in any size dog and 
will require X rays and enemas to 
cure the problem Roundsteak bones 
may be eaten whole or ring the lower 
jaw behind the canines requiring 
surgical removal. Feed your dog 
hard biscuits or rawhide chews. 
Bones can only cause problems. 

Many foods are given to improve 
the hair coat A tablespoom of pure 
corn oil in the diet two to three times 


each week may improve the coat’s 
shine Other oils may coat the in- 
testines and decrease absorption of 
nutrients, doing the opposite of what 
is desired Bacon fat may be given 
providing it does not cause a 
vomiting or diarrhea. Raw eggs 
decrease biotin (a B vitamin) so 
eggs should be cooked to avoid this 
problem. If a dog is on a balanced 
diet, little may be gained by giving 
any suppliment. 

Pets will eat a variety of things 
such as raw carrots, marshmallows, 
radishes, apples, etc They don’t 
need the table scraps, but it is hard 
to resist. 


Film selection is a personal and 
highly opinionated aspect of 
photography, yet often misun- 
derstood by beginners. Most 
beginners want a film with high 
speed (ASA), fine grain and the 
ability to record whatever passes in 
front of their lens. Consequently, 
most beginners go from one film to 
another and are never quite satisfied 
with the results. 

To select the proper film for the 
job you need to know something 
about how film works. Regardless of 
whether you are considering black 
and white or color film, three things 
are characteristic of all emulsion 
used in film today — Speed (ASA), 
grain structures and image sharp- 
ness (acutance). Let’s look at each 
of these factors. 

When we speak of film speed we 
mean the film’s sensitivity to light. 
This sensitivity to light is called ASA 
in the U S A and DIN in Europe. 
The higher the ASA the more sen- 
sitive to light the film will be. For 
example, a film with ASA 125 is 
twice as sensitive to light as a film 
with ASA 64. Since a film with a high 
ASA needs less light to deliver 
similar negative qualities the fast 
film can extend your photographic 
capabilities, but usually means 
increased grain and lessened 
acutance. 

Next week we will look at grain 
and find out what acutance means.

Talk about The Strip and heads turn. 
And. as the commercial goes, people 
listen. 

Pat Lary of Westland worked The Strip 
during his 11 years as* a card and crap 
dealer in Las Vegas, Reno and Lake 
Tahoe People still ask him to detail his 
experiences in Ihe world of nightlife, 
gambling and glitter. 

This weekend he’ll be operating games 
for much lower stakes at the Casino in the 
Bailey Recreation Center, one of the 
featured attractions of the Westland 
Summer Festival. The scene will be dif- 
ferent from what-tary’s accustomed to - 
betting will range from 50 cents to $3 with 
the players competing for prizes rather 
than greenbacks 

“Everybody likes to bet,” said Lary, a 
graduate of Wayne Memorial High School. 
"At the Sahara-Tahoe I saw $100,000 
winners and big losers. I wished I had 
worked on commission with all the money 
that went through my hands. 

“Now people want to know what Vegas is 
really like.” he added. They always ask 
is everything legal?’ I tell them that the 
gambling is legal — the casinos have too 
much to risk if they were to lose their 
license.” 

I^ary. along with Eva Rock, will serve as 
co-chairmen of the Casino, a first-time 
project for the Westland Festival Com- 
mittee (a non-profit organization). 

The 32-year-old dealer has been con- 
ducting schools to train dealers for the 
upcoming event Games of Black Jack 
<21 >. Over-Under 7 (dice) and the Big 6 
Wheel will be featured with Lary serving 
as Ihe pit boss or overseer of the action. 

Mrs. Rock, meanwhile, is a veteran of 
festival promotions, having been involved 
with the annual Westland festivities since 
197G She also worked at promoting car- 
nivals through the PTA for several years. 

“My job is mostly contacting and 
scheduling workers.” she explained 
“Generally it’s been much easier to 
recruit volunteers for the Casino because 


the work is interesting. The first group 
that Pat taught stayed longer than we 
expected — they reaily enjoyed the class 
on dealing cards 

“You need that interest. It’s difficult to 
get responses from volunteers just for the 
sake of helping out the city.” 


Due to their limited training, the 
volunteer dealers at the Casino will be far 
from professional gamesmen The object 
of the gambling will be a low stakes form 
of enjoyment for adults who always dream 
of taking chances. 

“It takes a good craps dealer about three 


years to really know his job,” Lary pointed 
out “There can be 40 different kinds of 
bets out at any one time and you have to 
know' where all the money goes. 

“I answered an ad in the newspaper 
back in 68 to become a dealer,” he con-

JEFF BECK 
"There And Back” 

(Epic) 

Is it true that old guitarists never die, 
that they just fade away? If so, someone 
forgot to pass the news on to Jeff Beck, 
because “There And Back’’ shows no sign 
of even a slight fade. 

As a matter of fact, Beck rocks harder 
here than on his last three outings 
combined! And of course, as is his wont 
these days, “There And Back’’ is another 
entirely instrumental album from Jeff. 

11115 is not a rock & roll LP in the same 
sense that Beck’s masterpiece, “Truth," 
was. But neither is it dominated by funk, 
as was “Blow By Blow,” nor is it jazz- 
oriented to the extent “Wired" was. And 
it certainly isn’t boring, which is the best 
way to describe the “Live”album put out 
in conjunction with keyboardist Jan 
Hammer. 

Well, now we know what the LP is not 
But what is it? 

It is, for lack of a better definition, a 
rock album. Traces of jazz and funk are 
still present in Beck’s music, but they 
don’t dominate it anymore, thus making 
it his most accessible outing in years. 
Maybe ever. 

On “Star Cycle,” the album’s opening 
cut, Jeff Beck shows why his name will 
always be known as one of the great rock 
guitarists. Putting his Les Paul through 
extremes tough enough to cut through 
glass, he runs through the entire gamut of 
guitar cliches with seemingly little effort, 
but adding the patented Beck trademark. 

Where other guitarists rely upon these 
cliches, Beck uses them as a launching 
pad, expanding on them until it seems 
he’s lost control, then, just as easily, he 
returns to earth only to do it once again. 


His dexterity on the instrument is truly 
awesome. 

The keyboards of Jan Hammer are 
present on only three of the album’s 
eight cuts, elsewhere giving way to Tony 
Hymas, whose more varied approach is 
more than welcome.

“You Never Know” and “El Becko” 
are both brilliant examples of what the 
guitar is capable of within the framework 
defined by rock & roll, while the sublime 
subtlety of “The Final Peace” defies 
categorization. Bordering rock, jazz, 
country, and even easy-listening, Beck’s 
fluid, scintillating playing on this cut js 
nothing less than beautiful. And it’s 
beauty your ears can appreciate. 


paul McCartney 
"M cCartney II” 

(Columbia) 

The music critics of the world have 
come down very, very hard on Paul for 
this one. But despite that— or perhaps 
because of it— I like it. 

True, the music herein tends to be 
rather insignigicant, and as the critics 
have pointed out his lyrics can get just a 
little too cute. Silly love songs. But what’s 
wrong with that? 

Sure, I think groups that have rather 
heavy-handed (political or not) 
statements to make through their music 
are fine, especially if, like the Clash and 
Stiff Little Fingers, they make it well. 
But there are times when you don’t want 
to think, don’t want to put any energy into 
listening. And those are the times 
“McCartney II" was made for. 

Indeed, “Coming Up” is a good-if-not- 
great single, but in this context it wears 
thin awfully fast. But still it remains the 
high point of the album, mainly because 
it may be the only memorable number on 
it. My favorite is “Frozen Jap,” an in- 
strumental, but I can’t even recall how it 
goes ... I wonder why? 

And even the staunchest critics of 
McCartney would have to admit that at 
least there is nothing offending on the 
album, no cuts so bad you want to skip 
them. 

So you can just sit back and listen.. .Oh 
yeah! I just remembered the reason I 
can’t recall how the songs go. It’s 
because this record puts me to sleep. 
Valium of the airwaves is what it 
amounts to, so if like me, you suffer from 
insomnia, buy this album. I guarantee 
you’ll like it. «

Fishermen doing well, 
county rundown shows 


Fishermen have been out in full force on lakes and 
rivers throughout southern Michigan and, ac- 
cording to reports I’ve received, they’re doing 
pretty well. Here’s a rundown on fishing activities, 
county by county: 

MONROE COUNTY — Walleyes are being caught 
in Lake Erie north of Brest Bay around the Fermi 
nuclear plant towers. The best lures have been 
silver and gold Nugget jigs, and silver-and-red 
nightcrawler harnesses. Another good spot is about 
a mile-and-a-half straight out from Swan Creek. 

F^rch are hitting on minnows in 18 to 25 feet of 
water in Brest Bay. For best results, suspend your 
bait a foot or two above the bottom. 

WAYNE COUNTY — Walleyes are being taken in 
the Detroit River south of the county bridge to 
Grosse lie, and down to Horse Island. Drifting with 
nightcrawlers is the most productive method. 

Fishermen are also having some success on 
sturgeon in the Detroit River straight out from 
Wyandotte. Try baiting a large hook with several 
nightcrawlers and drag it along the bottom in swift' 
water. 

Perch and white bass are hitting minnows and 
worms in the river between Celeron Island and 
Grosse He, and around Bob-Lo Island and 
Amherstberg on the Canadian side. 

Fishing in the Huron River at Flat Rock is slow. 
However, some walleyes are being caught during 
the evening hours on shiner minnows. Crappies are 
biting very well on minnows and small, feathered 
jigs cast around fallen trees and rocks. 

Downstream from Flat Rock, fishermen are 
picking up smallmouth bass and channel catfish. 


The best bait is live crayfish. Early morning has 
been the most productive.

on walleyes around the dam and also in the Huron 
River directly below the dam, where crappies are 
also being caught. The best baits are small jigs, 
spinners and minnows. 

Incidentally, Springer Archery is sponsoring a 
Carp Contest, which will run through September. 
It’ll cost you a buck to enter, with the top prize for 
the largest carp taken on a bow and arrow being $75. 
To date, the biggest fish weighs 32 pounds and was 
shot at Pointe Mouille 

Also in Belleville Lake, bass fishermen are cat- 
ching smallmouths on ‘a-ounce white jiggs fished on 
the bottom in water 10 to 12 feet deep And Gil 
Gillespie at Sandy’s Marina told me that an angler 
brought in two catfish one day last week that 
weighed nine pounds apiece. The fish were taken on 
a crankbait. 

There’s still time to enter the open team Dass 
tournament on Belleville Lake, which is being 
sponsored by Sandy’s Marina. The date is Saturday, 
July 12, and the entry fee is $50 per team. For more 
information, call Gillespie at 697-1238. 

WASHTENAW COUNTY — An occasional tiger 
muskie is being caught in Ford Lake, but fishing 
here is generally slow. The fish seem to show a 
preference for chartreuse spinnerbaits and black- 
and-white Snagless Sallies dressed with a pork frog. 
For best results, try casting into the fallen timber 
along the shoreline. 

Many area lakes are providing good largemouth 
bass action. The most productive lures are spin- 
nerbaits and plastic worms. Lakes worth trying 
include Whitmore, Pleasant, Four Mile. Columbia 
and Portage.

Walleye fishing best ever 


in southeast Michigan 


Never in modern history has 
walleye (pickerel) fishing been so 
eonsistantly spectacular as in 
southeast Michigan. Although the 
bike Erie walleye boom is now well 
known, southeast Michigan \ can 
boast exceptional walleye fishing in 
its entire Great I^ikes waters and 
connecting rivers, especially during 
the month of June and early July. 

Ironically enough, the mercury 
eonla mi nation problem of some 
years past has been a major factor 
in the walleye population explosion 
in l^ikes Erie and St Clair Both 
Canada and Michigan removed the 
walleye from their list of legal 
commercial species several years 
ago because of the mercury 
problem This total ban on com- 
mercial netting has bolstered 
walleye populations over the years 
to the benefit of sportsfishermen 

The Michigan Department of 
Public Health still advises children 
and nursing mothers against eating 
the walleye from bikes Si Clair and 
Erie They advise all others to 
consume no more than one meal per 
week of walleye because of some 
remaining mercury found in the 
fish. 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources in its test netting 
ot Lake Erie waters lound ex- 
ceptional abundances of walleyes, 
plus a very healthy luture outlook A 


1978 DNK post car survey indicated 
281.440 walleyes were harvested in 
Monroe County and 62,000 in Wayne 
County. 

Michigan has been making 
plantings of walleye in the Clinton 
River, which empties into Lake St 
( lair, in hopes of establishing a 
walleye spawning run in those 
waters. This spring, test nettings 
revealed 28.000 walleyes entered the 
lower Clinton River, indicating a 
successful spawning run in 
Michigan waters is now' likely 
established. 

After spawning in the spring, 
walleye move out over the southeast 
Michigan waters system, especially 
migrating to the shallow waters of 
I^ake St. Clair (Anchor Bay) and 
Lake Erie As the summer 
progresses, the walleyes gradually 
move into the cooler channels of 
I^ike St Clair and up the St. Clan- 
River with some moving into Lake 
Huron

I guess it’s allegedly 
an adventurous look at 
one possible reason for 
the disappearance of 
pleasure boaters off the 
Florida coast. 

Co-producers David 
Brown and Richard 
Zanuck prove that they 
did not learn the basis 
for Jaws’ success— its 
portrayal of horror 
through imagination. In 
“The Island,” very- 
little is left to the 
imagination. 

Ax murders, stab- 
bings, shootings, 
garrotings and torture 
scenes by a nasty race 
of pirates. Such 
violence might have 
been good enough to 
sell over two million 
paperbacks for author 
Peter Benchley, but it 
can’t save the movie 
version. 

Neither can Michael 
Caine, who listlessly 
plays the part of a 
reporter who is cap- 
tured and taken to an 
island inhabited by 
pirates whose 

descendants terrorized 
the seas 300 years ago. 
Caine at times seems 
about as frightened as 


a child with a new toy. 

Why should he be, 
though, since the 
violence which 
dominates the story 
line is very predictable. 
And, after all, he gets 
to mow down those 
scurrilous pirates in the 
end anyway. 

It’s too bad 
really— “The Island” 
has potential. With 
better casting, more 
realistic charac- 
terization and less 
reliance on gore for the 
sake of gore alone, this 
movie could have kept 
its audience on the 
edge of their seats 
much like “Jaws.” 

As it is. The Island” 
remains nothing more 
than a tale of good guy 
meets bad guy, good 
guy beats bad guy.
